Effect of War's Terrors on the 


Lower Life 


A correspondent writes: “I had an 
opportunity on Saturday of seeing for 
tyselé how an air raid affects our 
Viitle furred and feathered friends. 
My North London garden is fre: 
quented by several sorts of small 
Dirds. AVhen the German eagles 
came sailing along and the guns. be- 
kan to thunder. the birds seemed 
panic-stricken and flew frantically 
and aimlessly about, twittering in a 
piteous and agitated manner. A six 
weeks’ old kitten was badly scared. 
Tt squealed pitifully, and ran and 
crouched ina corner, exhibiting all 
the signs of a severe fright. Pres: 
amy it bolted into a cupboard, where; 
it. lid til all was quiet. 1 suppose 
wise people would say “instinct” but 
instinet is, 1 think, explained as un- 
conscious transmijted memory, and it 
is scarcely likely that. the ancestors 
of these small creatures had all been 
in_air raids,” 

“Ds account of the effects of an 
air raid on the smallea animialy, dif- 
fer widely from those which reach 
Us from the front.

the batilefeld. Stray dogs, too, are 
freqitently found in the trenches.
